WEEKEND PUSHED 
AUGUST’S HOMICIDE 
COUNT TO AT LEAST 84

August is going down as the most violent 
month in Chicago in 20 years, as weekend 
shootings raised the number of homicides 
this year to just a few shy of all of last year. 

A total of 67 people were shot over the 
weekend, and ii of them died. It was one of 
the deadliest weekends this year and pushed 
the number of homicides for the month to 84 
with three more days to go, according to data 
collected by the Tribune. 

The city hasn’t seen a month with 80 or 
more homicides since October 1996, which 
logged 85. August of that year also saw 85 ho- 
micides, and June of that year saw 90. 

Chicago has a lower homicide rate than 
many other U.S. cities that are smaller in pop- 
ulation. But this year, the city has recorded 
more homicides and shooting victims than 
New York City and Los Angeles combined, 
even though the two cities are larger than 


Chicago’s population of roughly 2.6 million. 

Chicago has recorded 487 homicides and 
more than 2,800 people shot so far this year, 
compared to 491 homicides all of last year and 
2,988 people shot, according to Tribune and 
CPD data. 

New York, with more than three times the 
population of Chicago, has recorded 222 ho- 
micides and 760 shooting victims, according 
to NYPD crime statistics through Aug. 21. In 
Los Angeles, a city of about 4 million, 176 peo- 
ple have been slain and 729 people shot, ac- 
cording to LAPD crime data through Aug. 20. 

The gun violence in Chicago has been con- 
centrated on the South and West sides, which 
have lost population over the years as other 
areas have grown. 

The Harrison District on the West Side, for 
example, has had almost 400 people shot this 
year after logging 350 all of last year. Engle- 
wood saw 330 people shot all of last year and 
has tallied close to 300 this year. 

The deadliest night of this past weekend 
was Friday into early Saturday, when four 
people were killed, including Nykea Aldridge, 
32, the cousin of Chicago Bull Dwyane Wade. 


At least 26 more people were shot, three 
of them fatally between Saturday afternoon 
and early Sunday morning. Four more people 
were killed and at least 17 others were wound- 
ed in shootings from 10 a.m. Sunday until 
early Monday morning. 

Chicago police officials have cited the con- 
stant flow of illegal firearms through dangerous 
neighborhoods and an intractable gang prob- 
lem— with some disputes beginning on social 
media platforms like Facebook and Twitter— as 
strong contributors to the city’s violence. 

In recent months, police Superintendent 
Eddie Johnson has been pushing lawmakers in 
Springfield to pass legislation requiring harsh- 
er sentences for criminals arrested repeatedly 
for carrying illegal guns. 

Earlier this month, Johnson met with sev- 
eral police chiefs from across the country to 
discuss the nation’s gun violence problem, not- 
ing that Chicago is among about 40 U.S. cities 
that have experienced spikes in violence. 

Cities like Milwaukee and Washington, DC, 
have seen homicide spikes that they haven’t ex- 
perienced in more than two decades.

FAMILY REMEMBERS 
NYKEA ALDRIDGE, 
SLAIN COUSIN OF 
DWYANE WADE

Nykea Aldridge was a “real fashionista,” 
whose favorite color was purple and who 
loved creating elaborate hair styles, accord- 
ing to her family 

The 32-year-old was a talented writer. She 
was extremely close with her extended fam- 
ily bickering with and annoying her nieces 
and nephew more like a sister than an aunt. 

Dozens of relatives and friends gathered 
Sunday afternoon to mourn Aldridge, who 
was shot to death in Parkway Gardens two 
days earlier. As they sobbed and struggled 
to cope with the trauma, two brothers ap- 
peared in Cook County bond court across 
town, charged with murder in killing Al- 
dridge, a cousin of Chicago Bulls guard 
Dwyane Wade. 

Derren Sorrells, 22, and Darwin Sorrells 
Jr., 26, were charged Sunday with first- 
degree murder and attempted murder. 
Cook County Judge Adam Bourgeois Jr. 
ordered both held without bail, saying they 
were a danger to society 

Aldridge was pushing a baby stroller in 
the 6300 block of South Calumet Avenue 
at 3:30 p.m. Friday when she was shot. The 
mother of four, who had been in the area to 
register her children at the nearby Dulles 
School of Excellence, was pronounced dead 
at Stroger Hospital. Aldridge’s baby and a 
man she was walking with weren’t hurt in 
the shooting. 

Authorities said the brothers were tar- 
geting a man who had driven a group of 
women from a suburb to Parkway Gardens. 

Aldridge was struck four times, including 
twice in her head, prosecutors said in court. 

Wade has only commented publicly 
about the tragedy through his Twitter ac- 
count, posting on Saturday “RIP Nykea Al- 
dridge... #EnoughIsEnough”, followed by 
“The city of Chicago is hurting. We need 
more help& more hands on deck.”

The Chicago Department of Transporta- 
tion referred me to Title 9 of the Municipal 
Code of Chicago regarding bicycle operation.

1. Is it illegal to ride a bike on a sidewalk? 

Yes. Bicycling is prohibited on sidewalks and 
on Lake Shore Drive. But there are excep- 
tions, which include returning a bike to a 
Divvy station or if a sidewalk has been desig- 
nated and marked as a bicycle route. 

2. Do bicyclists have to stop at red lights and 
stop signs just like other vehicles? 

Yes. Cyclists must obey ALL the rules of the 
road, including yielding for pedestrians, stop- 
ping at stop signs and red lights, and yielding 
the right-of-way Lailure to follow regulations 
could result in fines between $50 and $200. 


3. Can bicyclists ride between cars on a 
multi-lane street? 

Yes, but be predictable. Lor everyone’s safety 
weaving in and out of traffic is not recom- 
mended. Because blind spots. 

4. Can a bicyclist text while riding? What 
about riding with headphones on? 

It’s illegal to text or talk on the phone while 


operating a bicycle, unless you’re using a 
hands-free headset or device. 

The penalty for using a communication 
device while biking could be a fine between 
$20 and $500, depending on the offense. 
While riding with headphones on is legal, 
you should keep at least one ear bud out. 

5. Do police ticket or arrest cyclists who 
violate any of the rules of the road? 

“CPD has issued on average between 3,000 
and 5,000 citations per year to bicyclists,” 
CDOT spokesman Michael Claffey said. 

6. Can someone lock their bike on anything 
they choose? 

“Bikes can lock to bike racks, city-owned 
signs and public fences,” Claffey said. “They 
cannot lock to trees or planters.” 

7. When there is no designated bike lane, 
where should a biker be riding? 

A bicyclist should ride to the farthest right of 
the road possible for their intended direction. 

8. Do bicyclists have to use hand signals? Are 
there classes to learn hand signals? 

Yes. Bicyclists should use hand signals when 
turning, stopping or slowing their speed. 

CDOT’s Bicycling Ambassadors teach 
about bicycling safety encourage cyclists to 
use hand signals when turning and teach adult 
classes in how to ride a bike, Claffey said. 

CDOT recommends signaling with one 
arm and turning your head to make sure it’s 
clear behind you. You could also use mirrors. 

9. Does a bike have to have a light at night? 

Yes. At night, bicyclists must use a front white 
headlight and a rear red reflector or light. 

“We also encourage wearing of bright and 
reflective clothing, especially if riding at 
night,” Claffey said.

BEARS’ LONG AMONG MANY MAKING THEIR VOICES HEARD ABOUT KAEPERNICK CONTROVERSY

San Francisco quarterback Colin Kaepernick 
raised the issue of whether it’s appropriate to 
sit during the national anthem to protest ra- 
cial injustice, and many players, coaches and 
fans have either praised his stance or vilified 
him as unpatriotic. 

Bears tackle Kyle Long seems to express 
support for both sides. 

“I will always stand for the national an- 
them,” Long tweeted. “I will also acknowl- 
edge the fact that racism is real. People deal 
with it every day It’s wrong.” 

Former Bear and current Dolphins tackle 
Jermon Bushrod retweeted Long’s comment. 
Long has previously expressed admiration 
for Blackhawks tenor Jim Cornelison’s famed 
rendition of “The Star-Spangled Banner” and 
in 2012 tweeted, “National Anthem gives me 
chills everytime #USA.” 


Long, who has been sidelined by a linger- 
ing shoulder injury, was not available for 
comment, according to a Bears spokesman. 

On Friday, Kaepernick sat during the an- 
them before the qqers-Packers exhibition 
game, and the quarterback later defended his 
decision as a means of protesting systemic 
racism against people of color. 

“This country stands for freedom, liberty 
justice for all— and it’s not happening for all 
right now,” Kaepernick told reporters. 

In recent months, Kaepernick has fre- 
quently posted social media messages about 
Freddie Gray, Sandra Bland and other Afri- 
can-Americans who have died or been in- 
jured during encounters with police. He also 
has retweeted links from Black Lives Matter 
supporters such as New York Daily News 
columnist Shaun King. 

Other figures in the NFL world voiced 


their approval or disapproval of Kaepernick’s 
approach to activism: 

» Bills coach Rex Ryan said observing the 
anthem is “a way of showing respect for the 
men and women who have served our coun- 
try and are currently serving our country and 
that’s kind of how I look at it.” 

» On Twitter, Broncos tackle Russell 
Okung referenced two other athletes who 
were controversial activists for their times: 
“There may have been another way for 
GKaepernicky to express his views. Bill Rus- 
sell and Ali were two people largely misun- 
derstood too.” 

» Miami Dolphins running back Arian 
Foster told the Miami Herald that while 
he is not sure he agrees with Kaepernick’s 
method of protest, he is behind the message. 
“I don’t necessarily see that as a solution to 
anything,” Foster said. “... If that’s what he 


felt, that’s his form of protest, I support his 
right to protest. 

“I understand lOO percent what he’s doing. 
He’s frustrated, just like me. He’s just like my 
brother. He’s just like my cousins out there. 
He’s frustrated. It’s hard seeing people get 
murdered and killed without repercussions.” 

» Kaepernick’s former teammate Alex 
Boone told USA Today: “It’s hard for me, be- 
cause my brother was a Marine, and he lost a 
lot of friends over there. That flag obviously 
gives [Kaepernick] the right to do whatever 
he wants. I understand it. At the same time, 
you should have some [bleepling respect for 
people who served, especially people that 
lost their life to protect our freedom. We’re 
out here playing a game, making millions of 
dollars. People are losing their life, and you 
don’t have the common courtesy to do that. 
That just drove me nuts.”

“I was a really shy kid who would sit alone 
at the lunch table because I didn’t have any 
friends,” Saba, who still lives in Austin, says, 
laughing before adding, “It felt real Clark 
Kent-ish, like secretly I’m the greatest rapper 
of all time but you wouldn’t know because I’m 
just over here in my corner.” 

He got out of his shell in high school 
at suburban Westchester’s St. Jo- 
seph High School, where he’d pass 
out his music and, as a remarkable 
student, graduated at i6. That 
summer, he found poetry, attend- 
ing Wicker Park’s %ung Chicago 
Authors and YouMedia at Harold 
Washington Library, where he met aspir- 
ing talents like Noname and Chance the Rap- 
per. He remembers, “My whole life, I was the 
young one, the child prodigy who was good at 
everything, but when I got to this place, it was 
scary because I realized, ‘Oh (bleep]. I’m not 
the only one.’ ” 

His earliest available project is 2012’s 
“GetComfortable” which featured single 
“Est. Ni9g4,” which served as the catapult for 
his career. “That song was the first song that 
I put out that got around the city That was 
when I felt I was actually a local artist,” Saba 
remembers of the attention, also mentioning 
how his first interaction with Chance the 
Rapper was when he tweeted out the video. 
Along with “Est. Ni9g4,” other tracks that 
raised his profile were “Heaux,” a collaboration 
with Mick Jenkins, and Chance the Rapper’s 
‘Acid Rap” cut “Everybody’s Something,” for 
which Saba provided a stellar verse. 

In 2014, he released his follow-up tape

A s soon as he heard 
Notorious B.LG. 
and Bone Thugs-n-

Thugs” when he was 8 years old, Saba 
knew he was going to be a rapper. Now 
22, the West Side-based artist bornTahj 
Chandler is gearing up to release what 
is one of the city’s most anticipated 
mixtapes of the year, “Bucket List,” 
sometime in early fall. As we meet at 
the Pilsen-based studio Magnanimous 
Media, he’s eager to talk about his road 
from precocious, musically inclined 
quiet kid to an artist who’s performed 
on “The Late Show with Stephen 
Colbert” with Chance the Rapper and, 
most recently, Lollapalooza— a road 
full of promise, loss, writer’s block and 
ultimately perseverance.

“ComfortZone,” a musically daring mixtape 
that featured standout songs with Eryn Allen 
Kane, Jamila Woods and more, as well as cuts 
that had lines as gritty and resonate as “I trade 
a 401K for an AK/’Cause when my vitals stop/ 
Grind don’t stop.” Saba explains, “ ‘ComfortZ- 
one’ was a really interesting journey for me. I 
had all of these expectations and high hopes 
of what it was going to do, and with most of 

them, it actually did. But it didn’t happen right 

then. ” While it did lead to a booking at North 
Coast Music Festival and he received near 
unanimously positive feedback, he still wanted 
more. “Because my life hasn’t changed in this 
drastic way I was at home thinking I didn’t do 
anything. It was a learning experience. I was 19 
when I dropped it,” he says. 

“Life is so different than when I was work- 
ing on ‘ComfortZone.’ A lot of people that 
were close to me during that time are gone,” 
Saba says solemnly None more important to 
him than his uncle, who was a formative influ- 
ence during his childhood as a kind of father 
flgure. His uncle went to prison for a long 
time and then, soon after he was released, 
died in his sleep. Saba had only seen him one 
time after he left prison. “He passed in 2014, 
right after I put out ‘ComfortZone.’ It was 
everything taking a toll on my brain and my 
thinking, there was the loss of my uncle, my 
music wasn’t where I wanted it to be and I 
was frustrated with my career,” Saba recalls. 
He couldn’t write, and in the entirety of 2015, 
he hardly released any music. 

What he did release mostly consisted of 
guest appearances, most notably with Chance 
the Rapper, Donnie Trumpet and the Social 
Experiment. When they were creating “Surf” 
in early 2015, Trumpet invited Saba to the 
studio and played him what would become 
“SmthnthtIWnt,” but because the atmo- 
sphere was so crowded, he couldn’t create: “I 
asked him to email me the song and I actually 
just recorded and wrote in my basement,” he 
says. It worked. “It was cool that they pretty 
much left it how I sent it. I thought they 
would change it,” he adds. 

Later on. Chance invited him out to record 
the hook for a new song he was working on 
called ‘Angels.” Saba looks back on the ex- 
perience: “There was hardly anyone in the 
studio— writing it was real organic, almost 


second nature.” Though he wasn’t working on 
his own songs, he says, “There were a lot of 
things like ‘Surf,’ Angels,’ going on ‘Colbert’ 
for that song and a Martin Sky track called 
‘Reach’ that kept the ball rolling— if it weren’t 
for those things I’d be going insane.” 

A spark came when Saba unexpectedly ran 
into his old friend Benjamin Earl Turner at a 
show in Oakland, Calif, last fall. “Talking to 
him was crazy because he had no idea where I 
was at mentally or what all had changed since 
‘ComfortZone.’ He was talking to me about 
coming to Chicago, getting into the studio 
and creating,” he explains. The two had col- 
laborated while Saba was working on his early 
projects, and Turner knew Saba’s relentless 
creativity Saba then came to a realization: 
“When he was describing my creation pro- 
cess, I realized, ‘Damn, that’s how I used to 
be in the studio.’ I realized he was right: The 
constant second-guessing and all of that I was 
doing came to an instantaneous end because 
he knew what I could do.” 

He continues, “That conversation was the 
moment where I knew I had to go home, lock 
myself in the studio and make this happen.” 
When asked if that’s what he ended up doing, 
he laughs sheepishly, “I wanted to do it, but 
I was still confused on how” He also had to

prepare for a big show at Abbey Pub in No- 
vember 2015 with his new backing band Silent 
Party Music (who also support Eryn Allen 
Kane and Smino). “I was stressing real hard 
about that show, and then days before the 
show’s supposed to happen, the Abbey Pub 
burns down. Like, ‘What the hell? How does 
this happen in real life?’ ” Fortunately, smaller 
Logan Square venue Township made a more- 
than-suitable replacement, and during the 
rehearsals for the gig, Saba met the musician 
who would make him truly productive. 

“The real turnaround was meeting Phoe- 
lix,” Saba explains of the Silent Party Music 
multi-instrumentalist. Their connection was 
instantaneous. “He just came out of nowhere 
and took {bleep} over. Now he’s like the 
M.D for my music,” he said in a recent Red 
Bull TV documentary of their collaboration. 


Since that meeting, the two worked on and 
co-produced what would become “Bucket 
List,” splitting up recording time in Chicago 
and Los Angeles this June. “ ‘Bucket List’ is re- 
ally pretty much all work from this year,” Saba 
says. While it’s not completely flnished yet 
and and the tracklist isn’t flnalized, the work- 
ing product is more than promising. A track 
called “Church/Liquor Store” channels but 
never mimics Kendrick Lamar’s flow and ob- 
servational acuteness at its most dynamic and 
cutting. Another, called “Westside Bound 3,” 
finds Saba breathlessly repping his West Side 
home and his life story: “I’m the part of the city 
that they don’t be talkin’ about” is its first line. 

With his creativity restored and his writ- 
ing rejuvenated, Saba’s ready to capitalize on 
the upward momentum of his released single 
“Symmetry” and his recent LoUapalooza per- 
formance. “I’m excited to drop a project just 
because it’s been so long since I have and 
there’s been so much overcome, and to get to 
this point is really good,” Saba says of his new 
focus. “Whatever it’s supposed to do, I know 
that it will. I’m really hoping that it just con- 
nects with who it’s supposed to connect, like a 
kid from the West Side of Chicago.” This fall, 
he’ll find out.
